INTERDIMENSIONAL EXPLORER: 


Cheryl Lynn Carter s Paranormal Chronicles

ghostly apparition from a forgotten world ap- 

peared before four-year-old Cheryl Lynn Carter. 

What for others may have been the stuff of night- 
mares became a turning point for Cheryl. A bridge was 
built that day between our world and the spectral plane, 
marking the genesis of Cheryl’s journey as a medium, an 
explorer, and a chronicler of the uncanny. 

A natural clairvoyant with a sixth sense, Cheryl took 
on the mantle of being a paranormal conduit, a path 
that served to define her destiny. It opened doorways to 
unseen avenues, where she could pursue her multifac- 
eted interests as a writer, photographer, researcher, and 
explorer. Her journey has led her on an odyssey through 
the labyrinth of the unknown. One such haunted explora- 
tion even found her consulting on and appearing in Chris 
Halton's documentary A Haunting at Bachelors Grove. 

Cheryl’s commitment to exploring the paranormal 
extended to her joining Project PSI, a pioneering en- 
deavor focused on understanding the paranormal from a 
scientific perspective. As a psychic medium and remote 
viewer, she collaborates with the team to shed light on 
unsolved missing persons and cold cases, bringing closure 
to families still haunted by the unknown. 

As an “experiencer,” Cheryl also ventured into ufol- 
ogy research. She's a member of MUFON and CE-5 
and has served as a consultant for Thomas Conwell’s 
books They Are Here: Central U.S. UFOs and Earth- 
quakes and UFOs. 

Cheryl recently talked with Paranormal Underground 
magazine about her work in the paranormal field.

Q: Tell us about yourself, both personally and 
professionally. 


Cheryl: I am a psychic medium, remote viewer, and 
member of Project Psi, as well as a Usui Shiki Ryoho 
Reiki Master. Having had my first paranormal experience 
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Cheryl takes a break during a Bigfoot expedition.

Iam the author of Whispers Beyond the Grave, Fear 
the Darkness, Edge of Darkness, Dimensions: Mysterious 
Triangles of the U.S., the children's book Lobo's Adven- 
ture, and co-author of Digging Into Skinwalker Ranch 
and Skinwalker Ranch the Basin Files. I am a freelance 
journalist, writing for Paranormal Underground magazine, 
ChicagoHauntings.com, 1Heart Magazine, and Body, 
Mind, Spirit Guide. 


Q: Can you tell us about your first paranormal 
experience at your aunt's farm and how it impact- 
ed you? 


Cheryl: When I was four and visiting my aunt’s farm, I 
decided to secretly explore an attic room brimming with 
boxes and old trunks. It was like it was calling me. Once 
inside, it began to feel cool around me. 

I glanced over to the doorway, which seemed so far 
away. My eyes scanned the room in search of something 
interesting. On the far side of the room, the ornate hinges 
on a trunk caught my eye. Upon approaching the trunk, 
the energy around me changed. I looked up to see a small 
boy standing behind the trunk. He appeared to be a little 
older than me. He had dark hair and was wearing a blue 
long-sleeve shirt and pants. I wasn't sure what to make of 
this since I could see right through him! 

He reached for my hand and said," Come play with 
me." His hand was cold, and I jumped back. *It's OK. 
Come play with me," he said. I *saw" a vision of his 
mommy tucking him into bed and covering him with a 
blanket; he was so very cold and coughing. Why was that 
in my head? I didn't understand any of this ... YET. 


Q: How did you realize you had a unique sixth 
sense and the ability to interact with those on the 
other side? 


Cheryl: For a long time, I thought this was normal. How- 
ever, when I was 12, it occurred to me that somehow I 
was different. I had a special “gift” enabling me to interact 
with the other side. 


Q: How has your sense of purpose evolved 
throughout the years? 


Cheryl: The meaning of life is to find your gift; the purpose 
of life is to give it away. I believe my purpose is to utilize my 
“gift” to aid missing persons and Earthbound spirits. 


Q: What avenues have you pursued in order to 
share the stories of the Spirit with the world? 


Cheryl: There are many waiting to be heard and longing 
to be remembered. I have maintained a vision of pursuing 
several avenues — writer, photographer, researcher, and 
explorer — in order to share their stories. I believe my 
‘Twitter and FB banners say it all, “Stories Matter.” 


Q: What can you tell us about some of your most 
compelling paranormal investigations? 


Cheryl: Collingwood, originally known as the Gerber 
House, is Toledo’s oldest structure and probably the most 
haunted. In one of the stairwells is a statue of Sister An- 
gela Merici seated and reading the Bible to a small boy. If 
you listen closely, you might hear her speak.

While investigating with my friend, I asked her if 
there was a chapter and verse she wanted me to read. I 
captured an EVP saying, “Yes ... John ... 13 ... 34." The 
verse 1s: “A new commandment I give unto you, that you 
love one another as I have loved you.” 

Next, we went downstairs to the dressing room under 
the stage of the auditorium. Upon descending the stairs, we 
both stopped awestruck and pointed. Standing right in front 
of us was a figure of the infamous four-foot-tall, hooded 
dwarf. Quickly, we shot a succession of three photos. The 
reason 15 to determine if something appears in all three or 
only one. The dwarf was only present in one. 


Q: What do you consider to be your greatest 
achievement in your paranormal research and 
investigations? 


Cheryl: I would say my greatest achievement is that 
through my 'gift," I have been able to bring peace to many 
spirits. The spirits at different locations seem to know that 
I'm coming days before I arrive. "There's always the one 
that needs to share their story with me. 

Contrary to what some might believe, they are not 
stuck here, but have some unfinished business before they 
decide to transition. I hope I have provided them with a 
proverbial shoulder to lean on and a sympathetic ear. 


Q: Can you share your experience appearing and

consulting in Chris Halton’s documentary, A 
Haunting at Bachelors Grove? 


Cheryl: When Chris came from the U.K. to film, he 
asked me to accompany him because he had heard about 
my many experiences and my special connection with the 
spirits of the Grove. 

As we entered the gates, a hint of loneliness and sad- 
ness surrounded us like a low-hanging fog. Sadness because 
the grounds that were once a peaceful place where the 
families would come visit the graves and picnic under the 
trees had succumbed to the hands of vandals. It was also 
said that the infamous Al Capone, who had a house nearby, 
would use the pond as a dumping ground for his victims. 

Throughout our visit, we were able to experience 
two amazing things: the man holding a lantern in the 
woods and the infamous phantom farmhouse. We heard 
a man call out from the woods, “Hey, get back here!” 
Then we saw his lantern, and I captured a photo before 
he walked away. 

It was when I walked out of the cemetery to see where 
he went that I saw a white farmhouse on my left. There 
was a rocking chair on the porch and a light in the win- 
dow. However, in an instant it was gone. 

As we walked down a path outside of the gates, we be- 
gan to hear tree knocking. It was not somebody cutting a 
tree, because we were in a forest preserve. Being excited, 
I knocked back. Then we heard it again. I tried to capture 
some photos but saw nothing, and when I called out, the 
knocking stopped. 

We continued down the path and found an interest- 
ing tree structure. Had we encountered Bigfoot? It wasn’t 
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until after filming that we heard there have been numer- 
ous sightings. 


Q: How did you become a part of Project PSI, and 
what is your role on the team? 


Cheryl: Seven years ago, my friend Dr. Chuck Kennedy 
established a team known as Project PSI in order to prove 
the existence of the afterlife. Project PSI is the first quali- 
tative look at the paranormal from a scientific viewpoint. 
We are a team of psychic mediums and forensic remote 
viewers who join forces to assist with missing children and 
adults, cold cases, and human-trafficking. 

The “gift” is inherited through mitochondrial DNA 
from the maternal line. Mine is traced back to my great 
grandmother who was Chippewa. 

Remote viewing 1s the ability to travel across time and 
space to “see” impressions and gain knowledge about a 
distant person or location, otherwise not accessible to nor- 
mal senses, using extrasensory perception, sensing with 
the mind. This is also known as “anomalous cognition.” 
It is the ultimate time machine for cold cases, enabling 
one to turn back time and solve crimes. To date, we have 
rescued 502 children, closed 18 cold cases, and assisted in 
shutting down 12 human-trafficking rings. 

In 2016, Dr. Kennedy and I attended Chicago 
Ghost Con at the Willowbrook Ballroom. At the event, 
Dr. Chuck employed a method, called brain mapping 
or BEAM-24, on me. He uses biometric techniques to 
measure 24 biometrics to evaluate activity in the brain and 
show the response the brain has while communicating 
with spirit. The screen indicates how a brain tunes into the 


frequency of the other realm. It represents the difference 
between anomalous cognitive event and analytical overlay. 

Our conscious brain is analog, yet our subconscious 
brain is quantum. The beta waves in the temporal cortex, 
otherwise known as Brodmann's area (BA37), located 
behind the left ear, usually measure around 38Hz. When 
a medium/psychic reaches peak concentration, the waves 
suddenly explode into gamma waves, which can measure 
as fast as 100Hz. 

The last day of the event, I smelled smoke, even 
though it was a non-smoking venue. Perhaps it was a 
precognitive moment, because a week later a huge fire 
destroyed our beloved Willowbrook Ballroom. 


Q: Can you tell us about a specific missing person 
or cold case that you helped solve as a medium 
and remote viewer? 


Cheryl: There was an Amber Alert for a two-year-old 
girl. The first 48 hours are the most crucial time to locate 
missing children ... only 48 hours. I was able to remote- 
view to “see” the man who murdered her mother, abduct- 
ed her, and where they were. 

Then I created his face using my composite software. 
This was forwarded to the authorities, he was arrested, 
and the little girl was brought home safe within 24 hours. 


Q: Tell us about your experiences with UFOs and 
extraterrestrials. 


Cheryl: My first experience was on a summer day with a 
clear blue sky. Suddenly, the sky “tore” open, which one 
might equate to a portal, and a silver disc-shaped craft 
emerged. As I watched, it hovered silently. 

‘Time seemed to stand still, and I was unable to break 
eye contact with the craft. It was not a plane, because it 
suddenly reversed, went back into the portal, and the sky 
closed up. I looked at my watch, and although it seemed 
like it had been a minute, it had in fact been 20. 


Q: How do you explore and investigate ufology? 


Cheryl: Being a long-time believer, I jomed MUFON. At 
one of our meetings, I met some people who had a CE-5 
Skywatch group. They extended an invitation to me. CE-5 
is a collective consciousness-based technique used to con- 
nect with otherworldly beings. 

On one occasion, we were joined by Ricky Butterfass, 
a core member of Center for the Study of Extraterrestrial 
Intelligence, and Linda Martuch as they filmed a docu- 
mentary titled Making Contact. 


Q: Can you share your experience as a consultant

for Thomas Conwell's book They Are Here: Cen- 
tral U.S. UFOs? 


Cheryl: Thomas studies databases as a forensic pattern 
researcher. While assembling maps of UFO sightings, it 
has revealed many anomalies and 15 now an integral part 
of his extensive ongoing research studies. 

He noticed a similarity among creation stories told by First 
Nations people about an advanced civilization of Sky People 
that would return in order to bring ascension to mankind. I 
presented the Seven Fires prophecy in detail for his book. 

For his next book, I further explained how the Eighth Fire 
will bring ascension to mankind: “They will come to a fork in 
the road. One leads to materialism and destruction; the other 
leads to a spiritual way. This path will lead to the lighting of the 
Eighth Fire, a period of eternal peace, harmony, and a new 
world where the destruction of the past will be healed." 

The Fighth Fire will come to represent the ascen- 
sion of mankind. Ascension is the quantum process that 
accompanies our shift in consciousness through time and 
space from the third dimension of Earth's plane to the 
fifth dimension. These dimensions are not locations, but 
levels of consciousness that vibrate at specific frequencies. 

It is believed that there are highly evolved beings 
or extraterrestrials that are aware of our ascension. It is 
evident with the constant increase of sightings that these 
otherworldly beings are interested in assisting our planet 
and the collective conscious in order to raise its vibration 
so a new world might be created.

Beyond the Grave

He performed throughout the 
Hudson Valley region, making a film in 
Valatie, New York, called Haldane of the 
Secret Service (1928). 

While debunking the spiritualists and 
mediums of his day, Houdini vowed that 
if there was a way to communicate from 
The Great Beyond he would do so. 

In 1894, Houdini married singer and 
dancer Wilhelmina Beatrice (“Bess”) 
Rahner. Between them, they created 
a code for Houdini to prove, after his 
death, that there was an afterlife. The 
code as “Rosabelle, believe.” “Rosabelle” 
was a song they both loved. It was a 
reminder of the time they fell in love at 
Coney Island and was later engraved into 
a ring Houdini gave to her. 


Houdini's Early Fascination With 
the Afterlife 

Houdini became obsessed with the 
afterlife at a young age, attending seances 
when he was just 11. When his mother 
passed away in 1913, it is well known that 
he found it very hard to cope for some 
time after. Very attached to her, he con- 
tacted psychics and mediums, attempting 
communication with her, only to be con- 
stantly disheartened by their parlor tricks 
— the type of stage magic that he knew all 
too well from his own performances. 

Houdini called upon psychics to 
prove their powers live on stage. By 1922, 


by continually exposing many Spiritual- 
ists as frauds, going as far back as his 
teenage years, Houdini received death 
threats. He was outraged at tarot card 
readers, clairvoyants, and seances that 
were making money from people grieving 
their lost loved ones. He would often put 
on a disguise and appear at many of their 
homes and events. It would be a dramatic 
moment when he revealed his true 1den- 
tity and proclaim: “I’m Harry Houdini, 
and you're a fraud!” 


Contentious Séances: Genuine 
Communication or Elaborate Hoax? 
Arthur Ford was convinced to 
become a medium by Sherlock Holmes 
creator Sir Arthur Conan Doyle, a friend 
of Houdini’s. It was Ford who would 
later conduct eight séances over 10 weeks 
with Houdini’s widow in their home in 
1929, three years after Houdini’s death. 
Thomas Razzeto's essay, Houdini's 
Afterlife Experiment, demonstrates that 
there 1s a reasonable chance of this case 
being genuine. But William V. Rauscher, 
who knew Ford from 1954 until 1971, 
has stated that while Ford was definitely a 
medium of some kind, he believed there 
may have been a hoax created between 
Bess and Ford after Houdini’s death. 
Ford not only gave the entire secret

American. “They are the exact words 


left for me by Harry, and I am absolutely 
convinced that my husband talked to me 
and that there is life beyond the grave,” 
Bess said. 

Fourteen months later, The New 
York Times reported that Houdini's 
widow was now denying the message of 
the séances, stating she was giving up 
hope of communication from Har 
However, for another seven years she 
would hold high-profile séances on Hal- 
loween. 

Bess’ society circles may have 


played a part in her retraction. She may have had an affair 
with Ford and colluded with him on an elaborate hoax to 


prove the afterlife. 


Houdini made several films, including 
“Haldane of the Secret Service.” 


Her last séance was held in 1936, 
where she concluded the radio broadcast 
by saying, “Ten years 1s long enough to 
wait for any man.” 

In 2011, a trunk labeled “Estate of 
Harry Houdini” was found in Texas, 
and thanks to Gregory Curtis writing for 
Magic Magazine, the world learned of 
the existence of a letter in Bess’s hand- 
writing of the code. The article states, 
“On January 4, the day before the final 
séance with Ford, Houdini’s lawyer 
Bernard Ernst was summoned to Bess’ 
house. She told him the code was in the 
safe deposit box of the Houdini Estate 
at Manufacturers Safe Deposit Box 
Company. Together with those attending 
the séance, all traveled to the 5th Ave. 
branch of the Manufacturers Trust Co., 
the envelope was withdrawn, the seal of 
the envelope broken, the words were 
identical to those given to Bess during 
the séance.” 


Houdini died on Halloween 1926. His work was, in 
part, exposing spirit mediums as frauds. It’s still being de-

THE GHOSTS OF 
NYC'S HISTORIC DAKOTA BUILDING

he Dakota building, located at the corner of 

Central Park West and 72nd Street in New York, 

is probably better known to horror aficionados by 
another name. It stood in for “The Bramford” in Roman 
Polanski’s 1968 film Rosemary’s Baby. 

While the real Dakota may not be quite as sinister as 
its cinematic counterpart, there 1s plenty of haunted his- 
tory in its halls, sure to keep fans of the paranormal awake 
at night. 

Aside from its role in Rosemary's Baby, the Dakota 
is best known as the last residence of John Lennon, as 
well as the location of his murder. On December 8, 1980, 
Lennon was shot four times in the back and shoulder by 
Mark David Chapman outside the building. He staggered 
a few steps forward before collapsing to the ground. 

After Lennon's tragic death, people continued to see 
him hanging around the Dakota. Musician Joey Harrow, 
who lived near the Dakota, claimed to see Lennon’s ghost 
standing in the archway just a few years after his murder, 
surrounded by an “eerie light.” Other witnesses have also 
seen Lennon’s ghost at the Dakota; even his widow Yoko 
Ono claimed to have seen him sitting at his white piano in 
their apartment. According to Ono, he turned to her and 
said, “Don’t be afraid. I am still with you.” 

Lennon, though, is not the first ghost to call the Da- 
kota home. While he was alive, Lennon himself reported 
seeing a UFO from the window of his apartment. He 
also saw an apparition that he dubbed the “Crying Lady 
Ghost” in the hallways of the old building. 


The Haunting History of the Dakota: Beginnings 
and Sightings 

From the time of its construction between 1880 and 
1884, the Dakota began to accrue stories of spectral 
presences and strange happenings. Painters working in 
the building reported seeing the ghost of a girl with long 
blonde hair, dressed in clothes from an earlier time,

icture this. You’ve won the lottery, you’ve left your 


job, and you’re married to a movie star. Believe 

it or not, it’s true. There’s an infinite number of 
you’s, and there’s an infinite number of me’s — limitless 
combinations coexisting with the ones we’re perceiving. 
But where do these other worlds exist? How do we get 
there? Strap in, it’s going to be a bumpy ride! 

We begin with the morning of March 28, 1966. 
While driving on Highway 70, near the Texas-Oklahoma 
state line, Eddie Laxton of Temple, Oklahoma, came 
upon a silvery, fish-shaped object on the road. Laxton, 
who was an electronics instructor at Sheppard Air Force 
Base, stopped his car and got out. 
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He approached the object and observed a man who 
was dressed in ordinary military work clothes standing by tt. 
He went back to his car for his camera, but when he turned 
around the man was climbing a ladder into the craft, which 
then took off vertically. The numbers and letters, TL-41, 
arranged vertically, were easily visible on the strange craft. 

Here, we have no tiny humanoids in silvery suits, but 
rather, a normal-sized human dressed in what appeared to 
be ordinary, olive-drab work clothes, such as worn by tens 
of thousands of American soldiers every day. It seems just 
as impossible for the strange object to be a visitor from the 
stars as it is to be a secret invention of our government. 

We are then left with the question: Who? 


UFO Phenomenon, Occultism, and the 
Multiverse Theory 

During the early 1950s, researcher and author Ray 
Palmer realized there was some sort of connection 
between UFOs and what people over the centuries have 
labeled as the occult. Over the years, others have begun 
to accept Palmer’s theories, realizing that they were going 
to have to look closer to our earth for the answers to the 
UFO enigma. 

In an interview with the late Dr. J. 
Allen Hynek, former director of the 
Center for UFO Studies and scientific 
advisor to Project Blue Book, stated, 
“Tt may turn out that the idea of nuts- 
and-bolts hardware from outer space is 
a very naive interpretation. There are 
other planes of existence — the astral plane, the etheric 
plane and so forth.” 

Prominent researcher John A. Keel realized shortly 
after beginning his own investigation of UFOs that there 
must be an unseen world that existed alongside our own. 

In their book UFOs: What on Earth Is Happen- 
ing?, theologists John Weldon and Zolo Levitt, boldly 
assert, “It is high time that we all realize that there exists a 
spiritual world. This world, not perceptible by our senses,

moves along parallel to our earthly existence and affects 
us profoundly all the time. This parallel world, as we are 
styling it, is a very full world, occupied by a variety of be- 
ings and entities rather like the world we can see.” 

This is much the same as what occultists have been 
saying for thousands of years. Could there be other 
worlds, coexisting with our own? 

In 1927, physicist, Weiner Heisenberg upset a very 
big scientific apple cart when he advanced his revolution- 
ary “Uncertainty Principle.” Before 
Heisenberg, the physicist’s view of 
the Universe was much the same as 
non-scientists today — either an ob- 
ject existed or it did not. Heisenberg 
destroyed this view by stating that any 
realistic description of the Universe 
must describe it in all possible states at the same instant of 
time. In other words, a man, for example, could be alive, 
dead, and unborn at the same time, and every one of 
those descriptions would be true. 

It was a schizophrenic universe, and physicists were 
rapidly becoming that way themselves. Heisenberg 
opened a can of worms, and it took nearly 50 years for 
a semblance of order to return to the universe. Then, 
Princeton physicist John A. Wheeler, along with physi- 

— > 
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cist Hugh Everett, formulated a theory that outstripped 
science fiction and confirmed some of the theories of 
ufologists and occultists. 

Their theory, the Everett- Wheeler Interpretation, 
postulated a universe where not only did every point in 
space connect with every other point in space, but was 
also interconnected with every point of time as well — 
past, present, and future. This reduced time and space to 
a big zero in their equations and opened up the possibili- 
ties of faster-than-light space travel, time travel, and travel 
between other universes. 

Everett and Wheeler went on to state that in order to 
realistically describe the Universe, there are other uni- 
verses and worlds besides our own. There are an infinite 
number of universes, all imperfect copies of each other, 
coexisting with each other but all totally unaware of each 
other's existence. The Universe is constantly splitting into 
a stupendous number of branches, all imperfect copies of 
each other. 

In short, alternate Earths exist, and every possibility 
becomes a certainty of having happened on some Earth 
in some time continuum. When viewed in the light of 
this new scientific development, contactee cases take on a 
whole different aspect. 


Alien Interaction: Strange Manipulations of Time 
A close encounter was reported on November 6, 


1957, at 5:40 a.m. in Playa del Rey, California. Richard 


Kehoe, an employee of the General Telephone Company 
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of Santa Monica, was driving along, when all of a sudden, 
the engine of his car stopped. When he got out to see 
what was wrong, he saw a craft sitting on the beach. It was 
egg-shaped, tan in color, and had two metal rings on the 
bottom that it appeared to sit on. It was wrapped in “a 
blue haze." 

Kehoe and two other witnesses claimed that two men 
about five and a half feet in stature exited the craft. Except 
for skin that appeared to be yellow-green in the morning 
light, they looked very normal. They wore black leather 
pants, white belts, and light-colored jerseys. 

The strange men asked Kehoe and the others who they 
were, where they were going, and what time it was. Then 
they returned to their craft and disappeared into the sky. 

From the questions Kehoe recalled them asking, one 
of their first priorities was to determine what time it was. 
Any way you look at this, it would not make any sense for 
them to ask for the time unless they were from an alternate 
Earth. It would have not made any sense to them unless 
they were from a planet that used the same time system as 
our Earth, highly unlikely in the case of extraterrestrials. 

Or could they have meant something else entirely? 

Many ufologists have realized that time is an integral 
part of the mystery but usually fail to grasp the full impli- 
cations of how the concept works. 

In his book Operation Trojan Horse: The Classic 
Breakthrough Study of UFOs, John Keel told us: “Time 
is one of the most important aspects of the UFO phenom- 
enon,” but he then goes on to say that “time really doesn't 
exist at all." Contactees who have been caught up in the 
time cycles of the travelers have reported strange com- 
pressions and expansions of time. 

In 1959, truck driver R.D. Smallridge was *flashed 
away" from his motel room. He spent the next two hours 
in a strange room conversing with little men. When he 
had been taken it was 12:05. When he was returned to his 
room at the end of the two hours, the clock in his room, 
which worked perfectly, still read 12:05. 

In other cases, contactees have disappeared for days 
at a time after what seems to them only a few hours. Me- 
diums and channels for automatic writing, whose minds 
seem to transcend the barriers of time and space, have re- 
ported similar compressions and expansions of time as 1s 
experienced by UFO contactees. Because their bodies are 
"anchored" in our dimension, the time dilation affecting 
their minds seems to make it a subjective phenomenon, 
but that does not make it any less real. 

Did they accidentally find some combination of 
thoughts that propelled them to another time or place? 
Or were they taken and then, instead of being returned 
to the proper time and place, released in some far past or 
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far future age of the Earth, or on an altogether different 
Earth? Things are constantly becoming dislocated in time 
and space, turning up where they have no business being. 

On February 19,1965, it rained small plastic pellets 
over a 20-square-block area of Bloomsburg, Pennsylva- 
nia. There never was an explanation, which stopped just 
as suddenly as it had started. Mysterious rain of unlikely 
substances has always plagued Earth. From time to time, 
rain of living creatures, such as fishes, frogs, and snakes, 
have been recorded. Often, these rains consist of only 
one species. 

The usual explanation 1s that far distant storms pick 
up the animals, carry them hundreds of miles through the 
air, and then deposit them on unsuspecting communities. 
If so, then they must be very selective storms to get only 
one species of animal. 

Still, that does not explain when it rains plastic, blood, 
flesh, iron wheels, and hundred-pound chunks of ice. It is 
easier to accept the explanation that some quirk of natural 
laws of the Universe, not necessarily our own, temporarily 
lowered the barriers between the worlds. 

The late author and teacher Brad Steiger has pointed 
out that our concept of reality is, at best, plastic. Nothing 
is solid. There is not even the faintest suggestion of a solid 
in the Universe. 


Unlocking the Multiverse: An Explanation of 
Familiar Ingredients 

Contactees often bring back artifacts from their meet- 
ings to prove the validity of their claims — most of which 
are unfortunately hoaxes. In one case, a contactee was 
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given three *space pancakes," which the travelers were 
cooking in their ship. When he tasted them, he said they 
tasted like cardboard. 

Ufologists rejoiced because they had their first sample 
of space food, right? Wrong! When the cakes were ana- 
lyzed, the case fell apart, and the contactee was made to 
look like a laughing stock. Instead of being made of some 
exotic combination of chemicals, as expected, they were 
made of flour, corn starch and water. The sighting only 
makes sense if we agree that the travelers were from some 
other Earth, where they had the same grains as us instead 
of being visitors from the stars. 

On January 30, 1965, a ham radio operator became a 
contactee as he watched an egg-shaped object hover over 
Monterey Bay in California and then land on the beach. 
He was greeted by a being named Zeeno and was told that 
they were not hostile. The contactee was told that their 
purpose in being here was merely for observation. 

Zeeno asked no questions and seemed to know all 
about Earth already. When Zeeno was asked the origin 
of his ship, he told the contactee that they came from a 
planet that we do not see because it 15 hidden by a planet 
that we do see. 

In January 1973, David Swanner of Pulaski, Tennes- 
see, became involved with beings from a planet the aliens 
called *Planto." Swanner claims that the aliens of Planto 
have taken him on trips through time and space. He 
further revealed that these “Plan-toes” came from a planet 
that is hidden from sight by the sun, for it is in the same 
orbit as Earth. It 1s a twin planet identical to Earth. 

In case after case, we have been told that they are 
from a hidden planet. However, the existence of a hidden 
planet in the solar system, especially as close as this one 1s 
supposed to be, 1s a clear physical impossibility. It would 
have been detected long ago because of its gravitational 
effects on the other members of the solar system, much in 
the same way as Pluto was in 1930. 

The words of the ufonauts only make sense when we 
realize they are speaking of an alternate Earth. A planet 
that we do not see because it 1s hidden by a planet that we 
do see could only be an allusion to their own Earth, which 
is hidden only by the spacetime of our own planet. In the 
Swanner case, it is apparent that they are talking about 
their own Earth orbiting around the sun the same as our 
earth but in a different space-time continuum. 

Our journey ends here for now, but when we finally 
learn how to apply the Everett and Wheeler interpreta- 
tion, we may have the key to unlocking other universes 
and discover that Planto, Clarion, Argent, along with all 
the other various planets visitor's claim to be from, are 
merely different names for the same place — Earth. @

Strangest C rgptids

n the realm of the unknown, there exist cryptids that 

have managed to evade the limelight yet possess a 

charm and intrigue that rival their more famous coun- 
terparts. 

These lesser-known cryptids inhabit the shadows of 
folklore and local legends, offering a glimpse into the 
depths of our imagination.

UFOS AND STONEHENGE'S ALLURE

was born into a family noted for its psychic ability. My 

earliest memories while lying on my cot were of see- 

ing nocturnal creatures in the room. 

But as a teenager, while accepting all kinds of ghostly 
apparitions and spooky goings-on, as well as having an 
understanding of these things far beyond my years, I just 
could not accept anything about aliens and UFOs. In fact, 
I would laugh at my friends who did. 

But things were about to change. 


What Is an Overwatcher? 

The well-known psychic Frank Hyde invited me when 
I was still a teenager to accompany him to the London 
U.S. embassy, where he was an overwatcher of the U.S. 
space flights. An overwatcher is someone who, out of the 
body, accompanies the flights and mentally takes notes. 

The conversation at the embassy with senior U.S. per- 
sonnel was almost entirely about UFOs. I said nothing until 
the bus trip home when I had to speak. Frank explained 
what it was all about, and UFOs are a totally genuine 
phenomenon. This set me about skywatching myself, and 
1 would put a ground sheet out on the lawn at my home at 
night and climb into a sleeping bag to watch the sky. 

There 15 a special skill in this, with several medita- 
tions I used to stay mentally awake. You must lay on your 
back with your face focused to the center of the sky ... and 
watch and wait. You soon learn to differentiate between 
aircraft, satellites, shooting stars, etc. You may see nothing 
for a week but then see three or four UFOs in one night. 


Stolen UFO Photos 

Fast forward in time, and I became aware that quite 
a few Americans from the U.S. bases here in the U.K. 
attending my talks were paying a lot of attention to the 
Stonehenge area on Salisbury Plain. A lot of crop circles 
were appearing, but various cranks — both the deluded, 
the religious, and the hoaxing publicity seekers — were 
muddying the waters, saying they made the circles. 
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A senior man at the U.S. Lakenheath base said they 
had been forbidden to pass on any restricted info but to 
gather any info they could, as it was *of great interest." It 
was Just after this when my home was burgled, and the 
only thing taken was my Stonehenge UFO photographs. 


The Stonehenge Fascination 

Experts still argue about the real purpose of the 
Stonehenge site but now say it's far older than previously 
believed. 

Stonehenge is not far from Glastonbury, the spiri- 
tual heart of the U.K. and the hub of Arthurian legend. 
Some visitors come with cameras, recording equipment, 
etc. And some come armed just with sleeping bags, as I 
relayed in my talks. 

The vibrational feel of the area strikes many people as 
almost holy. Stonehenge 1s a magical place that everyone 
should see. Φ 
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en Deanna and I, went on vacation to Pan- 
ama City, Panama, we made a stop in Belize. 
The sole purpose of our vacation was to do 
some ghost hunting at the El Castillo pyramid at Xunantu- 
nich in Belize and the ruins at Panama City, Panama. 

I was intrigued with the stories about the ghost 
called the Stone Woman, also known as the Maiden 
of the Rock. Sightings of the *Stone Woman" began 
in 1892 when several people living on the site saw a 
woman, dressed in white, ascending the stairs of the 
temple-pyramid at the site, known as “El Castillo," and 
disappearing into a stone wall. Deanna, being a psy- 
chic medium, felt her energy, and images of a sacrifice 
being conducted on top of the pyramid came flooding 
into Deanna's mind.

The mighty pyramid 
El Castillo is Belize’s second tallest structure. The ruins in 
this area have not been inhabited for over a thousand years.

A local tourist named Juan Castillo said he encoun- 
tered the Stone Woman and her eyes were glowing red. 


When Juan first encountered the Stone Woman, she was 
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bent over, as if she was looking for something. Then, she 
turned around and had a frown on her face.

The Stone Woman stared at Juan for a bit and then 
disappeared. Juan revealed that he had talked with many 
locals who claim they encountered the Stone Woman, and 
a tour group from Canada encountered the Stone Woman 
during sundown. 


The Haunted History of El Castillo 

Let’s look at some of the history of the El Castillo pyr- 
amid. The settlement of Xunantunich flourished between 
200 AD, and most of its citizens died out in 900 AD. It is 
said that the citizens were victims of a deadly earthquake. 
The word “Xunantunich” means “Maiden of the Rock.” 
It was, in fact, named after the Stone Woman. 

A Michigan tour group said that while they didn’t see the 
Stone Woman while visiting the site, they did see a group of 
nine bare-chested warriors walking up the pyramid with their 
spears. At first, the group thought that they were looking at a 
group of actors. But as the warriors came close to reaching 
the top of the pyramid, they all disappeared. So, it would 
seem that the pyramid is very haunted. In fact, Deanna 
picked up the energy of many dead souls at the pyramids. 

We learned that on July 19, 2016, a team led by 
Northern Arizona University professor Jaime Awe dis- 
covered an untouched burial chamber attached to a larger 
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building. It is considered to be one of the largest Mayan 
burial chambers found within the last 100 years. 

The chamber contained the corpse of a male that was 
between 20 to 30 years old. Osteologists believe the man 
was athletic and quite muscular when he died. He was pos- 
sibly a well-known warrior. Also found in the chamber were 
a number of ceramic vessels, obsidian knives, jade pearls, 
animal bones, and some other artifacts made of stone. 


Evidence at El Castillo Pyramid — A UFO 
Connection 

During our visit to the pyramid, I was able to obtain 
one EVP, which sounded like a man yelling m pain. 
While I was capturing this EVP, Deanna felt a hand 
squeeze her arm. 

When we left the pyramid and got back on the tour 
bus, we got into a conversation with the driver, Marcus 
Hernandez, who told us that the pyramid is not only 
haunted by ghosts, but it's also visited by UFOs. Marcus 
said that he had heard many stories of strange lights zipping 
around the pyramid and that his father once saw a pyramid- 
shaped craft hovering over El Castillo. He fully believes that 
Xunantunich 15 on a leyline, which attracts UFOs. 

Many UFO researchers and enthusiasts do believe 
that leylines are energy sources for UFOs. They act as, 
sort of, a gas station for UFOs, providing energy for the 
crafts. Marcus also believes that El Castillo is a conduit for 
UFO portal activity. I would have to agree with Marcus, 
as there seems to be more going on at Xunantunich than 
beautiful stone structures. 


The ‘Crying Girl’ Spirit at El Caño 
Our last stop on the trip was Panama City, Panama. 
The only ghost hunting we did in Panama City was at the El 
Caño, one of Panama’s most important archaeological sites. 
Over the course of the past century, archaeologists 
have been discovering several pre-Columbian burial sites 
at this location that are believed to date between 700-1000 
AD. Deanna felt a lot of spirit activity at this location, but 
we were unsuccessful in obtaining any EVPs. There were 
a couple of areas that our EMF reader started lighting up. 
We spent the rest of our trip dining out and taking in the 
city. We met a waitress name Maria Garcia, who revealed 
that while she was visiting El Cano, she heard a woman 
crying. She followed the sound of crying and came upon a 
young girl, who looked like she was about 10 years old. 
Maria placed her hand on the girl’s shoulder to 
comfort her, but her hand went right through the girl. The 
crying girl then vanished. Maria told us if we were to camp 
out at El Caño (the ruins), we would definitely encounter 
some ghosts! Maybe we'll have the opportunity one day. €

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A Haunted House 

I watched a YouTube paranormal channel a while 
back and saw a group of men investigate a house that 
was supposed to be severely haunted. They saw move- 
ment inside the house from a window as they walked up 
to the front porch. Obviously, activity began before they 
ever stepped into the house. The paranormal knew they 


were coming. 

Once they were inside, each investigator started talk- 
ing about how they felt about being there. This added to 
their apprehension, which started the anticipated knock- 
ing, whispers, laughing, and doors slamming. They walked 
into the paranormal’s domain, like bees to honey. My 
question is, what was the paranormal wanting from them? 


Why did it react the way it did? Or was it the team’s tense 
demeanor that created the foreboding atmosphere? Are 
a human’s penchant for answers any different in mind or 
heart once they are dead?

In many ways, a human spirit 
that has the upper hand can be scarier than something 
else hiding in the dark. 


I'm Out of Here 

The old saying, “Curiosity killed the cat, but satisfac- 
tion brought it back" can have so many meanings here. 
What lures someone into a haunted house or location 
besides curiosity? Could it be the wayfarer's desire of 
discovering the uncharted obscure netherworld? 

The secret realms of legends or tales of dark encoun- 
ters can attract the unsuspecting rambler Just as honey 
does to bees. Such stories of poltergeist activity, ghostly 
apparitions or screams from the distant horizon are the 
fodder for the ghostbuster of today. I often wonder if this 
1s the way the paranormal allures humans into her laby- 
rinth of bedlam. 

But what happens when the haunting 1s too much for 
the curious ghostbuster to handle and they leave without 
answers? What does the paranormal do in these circum- 
stances? Does she laugh with glee, growl with satisfaction, 
or stare off at the distant horizon wondering why the com- 
munication stopped? 

I have often wondered how a human spirit would 
react to researchers going and coming with zero results. 
Doesn’t the unfinished business just perpetuate a higher 
level of emotional anguish ... and resentment? Magnifying 
the problem by leaving it scattered worse than you found 
it just feeds the fire of the macabre.

Needless to say, I unintentionally brought home the 
very beings and entities that I went to contact. Space and 
time are nothing for them, and it sure isn’t the same as 
it 15 for humans. I would love to be able to see the world 
like they do but from human eyes. 


Paranormal Eyes 

I often wonder what peers out at us and why. What 
does a shadow person want to accomplish by playing hide 
and seek? What does knocking on the walls and doors do 
for the poltergeist or spirit? Why seek out human connec- 
tions to the point of scaring them? 

So many questions, but what if communication is a 
bit different in the paranormal realm and we just have 
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to figure out how to restrain our reactions to various 


situations. 

When something 1s looking at me, as an empath I can 
sense its eyes even if it doesn't have any. Why this is the 
case I don't know. Maybe it's because I feel more com- 
fortable thinking they have eyes.

If you knock on its door, just 
make sure you're ready for its response, because the 
paranormal is the victor m creeping silently in the night, 
peering at you.

The Curious Case of Frederick Valentich

t 17:20 on October 21, 1978, 20-year-old Austra- 

lian pilot and member of the RAAF Air Training 

Corps Frederick Valentich entered the Moorab- 
bin Briefing Office, obtained a meteorological briefing, 


and submitted a flight plan for a flight from Moorabbin to 


King Island, and back. 


The cruising altitude in the plan was below 5,000 feet, 
with estimated time intervals of 41 minutes to Cape Otway 


and 28 minutes from Cape Otway to King Island. Total 
fuel endurance was 300 minutes. 

At 18:19, Valentich boarded his single 
engine Cessna 182L, registration VH-DSJ, 
equipped with four life Jackets, and depart- 
ed from Moorabin Airport in Melbourne, 
Australia. He filed a flight plan at Moorab- 
bin for a 125-nautical-mile flight that would 
take him over the Bass Strait between Tas- 
mania and the Australian mainland. He was 
an experienced pilot holding a class-four 
ranking, with 150 hours flying time. 

The weather was clear, with a few 
scattered cirrus clouds at 30,000 feet; 
excellent visibility and light winds. 

At 19:06, while flying at an altitude of 
4,500 feet along the Bass Straight, Valen- 
tich radioed Melbourne Flight Service to 
inquire if they were aware of any aircraft 
in the area. This is the radio transmission he had with 
Steve Robey from Moorabbin Airport, Melbourne: 

1906:14 DSJ: *Melbourne, this is Delta Sierra Juliet. 
Is there any aircraft below five thousand?" 

FS: *Delta Sierra Juliet, no known traffic." 

19:06:44 FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, what type of aircraft 
is it?” 

DSJ: “I cannot affirm. It is four bright ... it seems to 
me like landing lights.” 
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Frederick Valentich had about 150 
total hours of flying time and held 
a class-four instrument rating. 


FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet” 

19:07:31 DSJ: *Melbourne, this is Delta Sierra Juliet, the 
aircraft has Just passed over me at least a thousand feet above." 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, roger, and it is a large aircraft, 
confirmed?" 

DSJ: *Er ... unknown, due to the speed it's traveling. 
Is there any Air Force craft in the vicinity?" 

FS: *Delta Sierra Juliet, no known aircraft in the vicinity." 

19:08:18 DSJ: “Melbourne, it’s approaching now 
from due east towards me." 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet” 

19:08:41 DSJ: (Open microphone 
two seconds) 

19:08:48 DSJ: “Delta Sierra Juliet, 
it seems to me he’s playing some sort 
of game. He’s flying over me two, three 
times at speeds I could not identify.” 

19:09 FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, roger. 
What 15 your actual level?” 

DSJ: “My level is four and a half 
thousand, four five zero zero.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, and you con- 
firm you cannot identify the aircraft?” 

DSJ: “Affirmative.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, roger, stand by.” 

19:09:27 DSJ: “Melbourne, Delta 
Sierra Juliet, it’s not an aircraft it is (open 
microphone for two seconds). 

19:09:42 FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, can you describe the 

.. er ... aircraft?" 

DSJ: *Delta Sierra Juliet, as its flying past it's a long 
shape (open microphone for three seconds) cannot iden- 
tify more than it has such speed (open microphone for 
three seconds). It's before me right now, Melbourne." 

19:10 FS: *Delta Sierra Juliet, roger and how large 
would the ... er ... object be?" 
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19:10:19 DSJ: “Delta Sierra Juliet, Melbourne, it 
seems like it’s stationary. What I’m doing right now 15 
orbiting and the thing is Just orbiting on top of me also. 
It’s got a green light and sort of metallic like; it’s all shiny 
on the outside.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet.” 

19:10:46 DSJ: “Delta Sierra Juliet (open microphone 
for three seconds) It’s just vanished.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet.” 

19:11 DSJ “Melbourne, would you know what kind 
of aircraft ve got? Is it a military aircraft?” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, confirm the - er - aircraft just 
vanished. 

DSJ: “Say again.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, is the aircraft still with you?" 

DSJ: “It’s (open microphone for two seconds) now 
approaching from the south-west. 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet.” 

19:11:50 DSJ: “Delta Sierra Juliet, the engine 1s rough 
idling. I’ve got it set at twenty-three, twenty-four, and the 
thing is coughing.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet, roger. What are your inten- 
tions?” 

DSJ: “My intentions are ... ah ... to go to King Island, 
ah Melbourne. That strange aircraft is hovering on top of 
me again (open microphone for two seconds). It’s hover- 
ing, and it’s not an aircraft.” 

FS: “Delta Sierra Juliet.” (Open microphone for 17 
seconds) End of transmission. 

That was the last transmission from Valentich. 

When it was evident that by 19:33 the Cessna 182 
had not arrived at King Island, an intensive search was 
conducted by the Air Force and Australian Navy. 

The search over water included 130 miles south of

Melbourne and 25 miles north of King Island at the point 
where the radio transmission stopped. 

The search continued until October 25 but yielded 
no sign of the pilot or aircraft, even though the plane 
had been equipped with a radio survival beacon. The 
event became one of Australia's greatest aviation mys- 
teries. 

Whether there was an actual UFO connection had 
not been determined despite many witnesses, including 
lighthouse keepers, who had observed an unexplained 
brilliant light source that hovered out to sea. 

Government officials dismissed the idea of any extra- 
terrestrial involvement: “Valentich became disoriented 
and saw his own lights reflect in the water, or lights from a 
nearby lighthouse, while flying upside down.” 

The press brought forth new information from an 
anonymous source. On October 23, a few days after 
Valentich went missing, The Age newspaper reported that 
a “metallic sound” was heard by flight service personnel as 
Valentich said the engine was rough idling. 

On October 25, The Australian newspaper, reported 
that there was a controversy over the radio transcript. OF 
ficials denied editing out any part of Valentich’s transmis- 
sion giving a vivid description of an unidentified flying 
object to air traffic controllers. 

However, an anonymous source at the Department 
of Transport stated the transmission was edited after 
he said his final words, “It is hovering, and it’s not an 
aircraft." €

SHINING LIGHT ON THE DARK: 


Ghost Investigations Shouldn’t Be 
Limited to Night

eople often wonder why paranormal inves- 

tigations are done in the dark, such as those 

portrayed on many TV shows. I get asked this 
question all the time. 

Many people want to know why investigators use 
“night equipment” and use lasers and night vision “to 
get ghosts to come out.” 

My answer is simple: If a place is haunted, it’s 
haunted no matter what time of day it is. It does not 
have to be dark for spirits to be present or even show 
themselves. 

Most of the time, when you see TV shows set up at 
night, using high-tech equipment with the lights off, it’s 
for dramatic effect. The equipment works just as well 
and is Just effective with the lights on. 


Daytime Ghost Hunting Proves Equally 
Effective 

I have done investigations in the day and have 
seen just as much activity as can be witnessed at night. 
Ghosts will make themselves just as present in broad 
daylight. 

I have been scratched, hit, and have had things 
thrown at me in the daytime. Once, I had a small table 
thrown at me — it was 4 o'clock in the afternoon. 

It is said that night investigations are the best time 
to “see” the paranormal because ghosts draw energy 
from both the investigators and their equipment more 
effectively during night hours. But, I've found that 
ghosts can do this just as well during the day. 

Spirits draw energy from all sorts of sources, includ- 
ing water, power lines, batteries, etc. When you see 
investigation teams roam around at night, listening for 
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knocks and hoping ghosts will show up on their cam- 
eras, the dark has nothing to do with it — other than 


dramatic effect. 

I've found that investigating in the dark creates 
more fear ... and a more dangerous setting in some 
cases. If you can’t see where you’re going, you’re more 
likely to get hurt. 

The bottom line: The dark is not a tool for ghosts. 
You can investigate any time during the day just as ef- 
fectively. e 
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
